checks fo r $25 to Sacco and V an ­ 
zetti. 
Sacco gave his check to his 
wife while Vanzetti added his to his 
priso n acco unt. 
V anzetti was Jo yful to day o ver the 
kno wledge that 
liis sister,

was abo u t to sail fro m F rance to be 
with

crisis.

never expected to see her again. But 
fo r a 12-day reprieve, he wo uld have 
been dead befo re she co uld reach this 
co u ntry.

an d that the G erm ans came v ery n early bein jr co rrect in their 
estimate that they co u ld d efeat the allies befo re America co u ld 
p et in lo the fip ht. 
These are reco p n ized facts amo n g military lead ers o f the 
co u n try . 
These mu ll an d tho se citizen s an d p o v er/imen t o fficials 
who hav e tak en the time to acq u ain t themselv p s with the actu al 
co n d itio n s u n d erstan d the fo lly o f a lax an d in d ifferen t p o licy o f 
p rep ared n ess. 
Ru t a wid er u n d erstan d in g o f it. is essen tial; an d 
it was fo r this that Gen eral Su mmerall ap p ealed .

THE WASTE OE IN ADEQUATE P R E P A R E D N ESS 


T h e r e has been a considerable amount o f declamation about 
the waste of war, says the Kansas City Star. 
In an address at Camp Grant, 111., this week, Gen. Charles 
P. Summerall, arm y chief of staff pointed to a phase of this w aste 
which frequently is overlooked, 
fie referred chiefly to the short­ 
sighted policy that interfered with adequate preparation for this 
country’s participation in the World War. 
He showed that men 
who entered the ranks w ere not fitted, but rather unfitted for the 
conflict, that they were improperly housed at the training camps 
and that the Germans came very nearly being correct in their 
estim ate that they could defeat the allies before America could 
get into the fight. 
These are recognized facts am ong m ilitary leaders of the 
country. 
These men and those citizens and governm ent officials 
who have taken the tim e to acquaint them selves with the actual 
conditions understand the folly of a lax and indifferent policy of 
preparedness. 
But a w ider understanding of it is essential; and 
it was for this that General Summerall appealed. 
Ile asked that 
the arm y of this country be thought of, not as a separate caste, 
but that its members be regarded as Am erican citizens. 
W ithout 
proper support and understanding of the m ilitary organization of 
the country, he said, adequate preparedness, necessary to protec­ 
tion o f the nation and to its citizens who enlist in its service, is 
out of the question. 
The appeal was made for promotion of peace, rather than 
war. 
Am ericans are a peace-loving people, but too often the con­ 
ditions under which peace may be secured or prolonged are not 
understood or given due consideration. 
General Summerall sug 
gested that peace as well as war should be made a question ol 
special study, 
There is a science of peace as well as war, he de­ 
clared, but the science o f peace, the more exacting of the two, has 
not been developed and given special attention; particularly not 
by those who are com petent to consider the subject on a sound 
basis. 
Too often, the question both of w ar and peace are dealt 
with in sentimental fashion. 
They are not m atters, as they should 
be, of plain common sense. 
If both should receive from the great 
body o f citizens the kind of attention that is given to business a f­ 
fairs, the security and general welfare of the country would be 
substantially advanced. 


THE BRUN KEN DRIVER, \ WEN ACE

for a time a-t least, will stick to t he rails, while the drunken maniac 
at a wheel thinks the world is his to drive in or through. 
As stated by County Attorney Forbes of St. Louis comity, in 
the Duluth Herald, a drunken driver can la' sent to jail for a year, 
can be fined a thousand dollars, and can be prohibited from driv­ 
ing an automobile for tw o years. 
The saturation point has not been reached in the sale of auto­ 
mobiles, but the saturation point in travel is reached on many high­ 
w ays on Sundays and holidays when trallic ere wds the roads. 
It 
is difficult enough fir a sane person to handle his car in the maze 
of city or country travel, and it becomes a task of rare skill and 
courage to dodge the menace of a drunken driver, should one ap­ 
pear.

How to Plant Rosebush 
to Get Proper Results 
To plant a rosebush dig a hole 3 
feet deep and fill it with loam pre­ 
pared in the following way: 
1-3 part 
sand, 1-3 part common loam, and 1-3 
manure. 
Put in a layer of the loam, 
then a layer of small rocks, and an­ 
other layer of loam. 
Before putting 
the bush in straighten out Hie roots 
and prune off any that are broken 
or bruised. 
Right in the center is 
the taproot which must be supported 
in the hole by a mound of earth so 
that the crown of the plant will come 
just above the level of the ground 
when tlie plant is s e t 
Straighten out 
the roots around the mound and put 
In enough loam to hold them In place. 
Then fill the hole with water several 
times and allow it to soak away. until 
the plant is washed quite firmly info 
the earth. 
Then fill the hole with 
loam and stamp it down as the filling 
proceeds. 
Lastly, prune it off within 
(5 inches of Hie ground.
